DISCUSSING THE BOATS. 

Yachting World on the Trials of the 
Shamrock. 

London, May 15. — The yachting world 
to-morrow will say that while it would 
be idle to deny that the first trial be- 
tween the two Shamrocks was a keen 
and absolute disappointment, yet one or 
two important considerations should not 
be forgotten. In analysing their work 
on the legs of the triangle, it points out 
that on the first leg, a tvac.'i of six miles, 
the challenger succeeding in holding the 
older boat. In going to windward in 
the dead heat of the second six miles, 
the challenger was clearly outsailed. As 
the yachts ran home the wind was fail- 
ing, so that the half mile separating 
them at the finish reported live minutes 
and live seconds. 

The Yachting World adds: "From this 
it is apparent that the only leg on which 
the new boat failed, was on the turn to 
windward, and comparing the manner in 
which her canvas hung witli the beauti- 
ful set of the former challenger's sails, 
the wonder is that, the loss was com- 
paratively so trilling." 

The mainsail of the challenger, the 
Yachting World says, set like a bag. An- 
other consideration is, that the Shamrock 
I. was freed from overburdening by her 
clipped boom and gaff. The Yachting 
World concludes that while it remains to 
be seen whether the new boat can beat 
the old boat handsomely in line weather 
and lighter winds despondency is pre- 
mature.

Contempt of court was growing in 
I Ireland daily, and the law required 
'strengthening rather than weakening.

STRIKE AT SEATTLE. 

Machinists Demands Nine Hours as a 
Day's Work. 

Seattle, Wash., May 1."..— The machin- 
ist strike is in full swing in Seattle, the 
men in seven factories having gone out. 
They demand a nine-hour working' day. 
with the same pay they now get for (en 
hours. The. pattern makers, the mould- 
ers, and blacksmiths will go out by 
Monday. Their demands are similar to 
those of the machinists. 

The manufacturers say they will close- 
up their factories before granting tlte 
requests of the men.

Albany, May 15.— So serious is the sit- 
uation here tonight over the Traction 
Company strike, that Governor Odell 
postponed the continuance of his trip 
to the slate institutions and at 5:30 to- 
night was at the legislative mansion. 
Two thousand armed soldiers are now 
within the city limits, more are coming 
and 'MO are in readiness to move to 
Troy when Governor Odell so orders. 

Streets are thronged with men, wo- 
men and children, and the otherwise 
quiet day terminated in bloodflhed. 

As lung as the Traction Company does 
not attempt to move cars or bring non- 
union men, the crowds on the streets 
remain good nutured, except for taunt- 
ing the soldiers and police, but the in- 
stant an attempt is made to work on 
the lines or bring non-union men in, 
the crowd grows frenzied aud 'blood- 
shed results. Citizens, ■ sabre-slashed, 
non-union men with broken limbs ami 
bloody faces, women and children 
trampled under foot, soldiers maimed 
witli flying missiles and ringleaders in 
a crowd beaten with the butts of mus- 
kets, were some of the results of the 
day. 

Anticipating an attempt to move the 
ears in Troy, Maj.-Hen. Roe bus order- 
ed the 13th, 14th and 47th regiments 
of Brooklyn, Troop C of Brooklyn, the 
Second Signal corps, the 17th Separate 
company and the Third battery, which 
carrier Catling guns, to hold them- 
selves in readiness to move immediately. 
A FIGHT. 

The mob and militia closed in combat 
iate this afternoon, but by the accident 
of fortune there were no serious casual- 
ties. It was the introduction of more 
non-union men to take the. places of 
striking traction employees that pro- 
duced t!ie violence, and it was only by 
the skill and forbearance of the guards- 
men that the clash was not a serious 
one. , i • .j -1 

Seventy-live non-union men readied 
the Union depot shortly before six and 
their delivery at Quail street barn, one 
and a half miles away, was a dash un- 
der cavalry escort with mob resistance 
in almost erery block. 

Frenzied men in countless numbers 
.swarmed through the police lines, surged 
around the cavalry men and fought to 
get at the cowed non-union men inside 
the circle of galloping horses. The rays 
of the setting sun gave glint to busy 
sabres, but the long blades wielded ii.v 
forbearing hands seldom descended in 
serious blows. Several men were cut 
down by cornered cavalrymen, but the 
record does not yet show the score of 
;i single fatality. In the mad ride 
through the streets few of the non- 
unionists escaped the Hying bricks and 
stones that the angered mob hurled, but 
less than a dozen were badly hurt. The 
courage of nearly a dozen of the non- 
union lied in the opening spurt through 
the turbulent crowds, and they sprang 
from the wagons that carried them to 
mingle and be lost in the crowds that 
demanded their blood. 

The ride of the non-union men 
through the city was the dramatic spec- 
tacle of the day. Their coining was no. 
secret, indeed i' was as well known lis 
if proclaimed, and the design back of it 
was evidently for an open daylight 
movement with arms enough to awe 
tile crowd. 

At live o'clock the Third Signal corps, 
mounted and armed as cavalrymen, 
swung down through the city and form- 
ed on Broadway just south of the de- 
pot. There were solid platoons in front 
and rear and belli Hanks were closed 
in. As they rested they formed a par- 
allelogram, hut Inter when they sprang 
forward their lines were depressed by 
the onslaught of the crowd until an oval 
was the shape of the outer line. Five 
thousand men lagged at their heels nnd 
jammed in and around them; when they 
f&rnied a thousand more crowded into 
the intersect;.-,;; streets. Fifty police- 
men formed in cordon around the wait- 
ing dragoons and tried to force the 
crowd back. 'Hie street was cleared, 
1,..; the walls of Immunity on the side-.

en faces. A broken alley 
runs along the south side of the I ., 
depot was the stage of the opening 
scene.

'I'he crowd re- 
cognized them us the same unwieldy 
vehicles that had carried the first batch 
of strike-breakers, and greeted them 
witli groans. The police singled out in- 
dividuals who wore demonstrative and 
drove them far back of the lines, but 
their activity did not repress the sullen 
hatred of the inflamed crowd 

Suddenly a side door of tne depot was 
thrown open and up the alleyway to- 
wards the waiting teams inarched the. 
non-union men. There was scarcely a 
sound, anil for a moment no demonstra- 
tion, but most of those men failed when 
they got their lirst view of the crowd. 
It showed in blanched faces and shifting 
eyes and stronger still in the way they 
crouched when they climbed into the 
awkward wagons that waited to carry 
them on the wildest ride they will ever 
know. Once they were nil aboard the 
drivers brought their teams out into the 
street, and the cavalry closed in around 
them. As if by signal or plan, 
every whip descended, every spur was 
f linched and the race was on. High up 
in a window on the top floor of a Broad- 
way building an excited man barked out 
an imprecation on the heads of the luck- 
less fellows below him, and 10,000 men 
took up the cry. 

THE CROWD ATTACKS. 

The police threw themselves across the 
street in solid phalanx, but. the crowd 
swept over them and took tip the chase. 
Ahead were thousands more, and with 
no fear for horses' heels or blades ot 
steel, they closed in around the caval- 
rymen. The fighting, swirling crowd 
caught one cavalryman and swung him 
out" of line. He bent himself free with

lug on into line. Then cauie a volley of 
bricks, and three of the strike-breakers 
sprang from the rear wagon; they were 
surrendering tu un a more desperato 
than they. The living column held its 
way and dashed into Slate street for the 
run up the hill past the Capital. Here 
the crowd was as dense and desperate 
a.s the other, and men plunged in around 
the gol loping horses. Another rider cut 
out from the crowd brought his snhre 
down on the face of one of his antagon- 
ists, uud a line of blood marked where 
it struck. Two blocks up Stat.- street 
and a clever military ruse Mocked the 
down-town mob. Two companies of the 
10th Battalion were concealed in Chap- 
el street, and when the cavalry rushed 
oast they run across State street and 
iaced the pursuing crowd with fixed 
"bayonets. 

The new line wavered and broke at 
one Hank, but in the main the move- 
ment was successful.

The Times tells up Hint "if British Co- 
lumbia has not had nor rights it) the, 
past, she will obtain them now," and it 
adds: "But tuoj* will lie obtained 
through our legitimate representative!) 
at Ottawa, and may not be satisfactory 
to the present government of British 
Columbia." There is a fears. Harness 
about this promise that recalls the ut- 
terances of the Delphic Oracle, and it is 
just about as uncertain as the promises 
of that authority used to be. To all 
intents and purposes, the Times throws 
the alphabet at us and tells us that we 
.•an spell out anything we like. Just 
what decree of authority our contem- 
porary lias for making even an indefinite 
promise on this subject, we shall not 
<inestioii, but we can tell il that if Brit- 
ish Columbia obtains her rights, it will 
be quite satisfactory to the present S"V- 

orii nt of British Columbia. We would 

like to have our esteemed contemporary 
tell Us what justification if has for in- 
sinuating thai a recognition of the 
rights of this province will be distaste- 
ful to the Dunsmuir government. We 
venture to say that in any effort 1" 
meet the just claims id' this province in 
any line, the Dominion government will 
find Mr. Dunsmuir ready to eo-operatu 
to as full a degree as the resources of 
the government will permit. There is 
no warrant whatever for any one to sug- 
gcsl that Mr. I lunsimiir approached the 
federal government with a cut-aud-dried

tice. Delegation after delegation has 
gone to Ottawa from Quebec and tho 
Maritime Provinces representing the 
governments of those provinces, and we 
do not now recall an instance where 
they were accompanied by the repre- 
sentatives of those provinces in the I lo- 
miiHon house.

Trustees in 

Special Meeting 



Discuss at Length Proposed 
Changes in the Rules 
and Regulations. 



Mr. Belyea Inquires If Teachers 
Have Vested Right in 
Schools. 



The school trustees sal last night for 
the purpose of discussing new rules and 
regulations, which would have in the 
ordinary course of events resulted in the 
elimination of much of the old code that 
is more ur less superfluous. Hut like the 
old ludy who thought "mesopotamiu" 
such a beautiful word, when it came to 
cutting out some of the fine sounding 
phrases, the chairman called a halt, and 
the matter was ultimately relegated to 
a special committee, whose duly it will 
he to prepare a scheme. 

Having resolved itself into committee 
and a copy of the old rules having been 
handed round, the hoard. Trustee 
Drury said the whole thing was a sur- 
prise to him. as he had come quite un- 
prepared to discuss new rules- the mat- 
ter of the new scheme regulating the 
teachers' salaries being what he expect- 
ed to take up. 

It was proposed (n simplify matters 
by leaving mi; section 111 of the present 
regulation referring to rules of order, 
it being pointed out that much of these! 
rules were unnecessary. Trustee Hall 
proposed that Uoberts' rules of order 
be accepted as the scolastie guide. This 
did not meet with approval, ami being 
loath to apply the pruning knife a- a: 
first proposed, the whole section was 
dually allowed t" stand over. 

Coming to section IV, Trustee Srown 
raised the objection that he had come 
unprepared to go into thnse matters and 
would suggest that the whole qnetf'tm 
he referred to a committee. Trustee 
Hall thought some progress should be 
made, but the balance of the no-i'M le- 
solved to refer sections -I. 5, <!, 7 and 8 

10 a committee, which will report at tie' 
next meeting; 'Trustee Helyea suggest- 
ing that the same committee tak-j into 
consideration the separating of the du- 
ties of secretary to the board an 1 super- 
intendent, as the combination could li e 
possibly work well. 

This' brought section IX. regulating 
the teachers' salaries, up. Superintend- 
ent Eaton presented a draft of a new 
section, .as follows: 

I. .No ime shall be appelated a teacher in 
the Victoria schools who Ones net Hold 
either an ucucleinlc corlltlcate. a tlrst class 
certilloale or n sc old class certlUcale with 
Normal school diploma. 

-. .So one stiiiil be appointed principal of 
a llireogriiilo school who does not ho:, I an 

jioadenih rtllicato; but principals under 

appoint nienl at t lie time of the adoption of 
these regulations nut holding academic cer- 
lilleiites. may lie continued in office at the 
discretion of the hoard. Tile salaries of 
such principals shall not be governed by 
the provisions which follow. 

X The salaries of teachers under regular 
appointment as assistants in the graded 
scl Is shall be determined within the fol- 
lowing limits: 

Tea .tiers holding second class certlllcates 
shall receive not less than Siso. nor more 
than SHOO a year.

Teachers bidding academic certificates 
shall receive not less than SU00. nor more 
than ssno a year. 

4. Any teacher may be appointed on nro-

Trustee Hall thought that the stan- 
dard of academic attainments of teach- 
ers should be raised, and that it was 
plain that if a teacher was naturally a 
good instructor it stood to reason that 
the possession of au academic certificate 
would make him un infinitely better 
one. 

Trustee Brown was opposed to put- 
ting a premium on high scholarships. 
Professional merit should be given the 
first place. Teachers of the very highest 
academic qualifications might not be tit 
to receive an appointment, but if bound 
down to high scholarships such an ap- 
pointment might ultimately be made. 

Trustee Drury thought it far more im- 
portant to have a normal training than 
high scholarship. The latter was good 
enough in its way, but the training: was 
the great prerequisite His shssrvntions 
had confirmed him in this view. 

Superintendent Eaton was afraid that 
if all these attainments were insisted on 
the board would not be able to Till till 
vacancies. .Normal training was very 
important, but with this view, he was 
afraid to insist on academic attain- 
ments, merit and normal training. 

Trustee Belyea could not understand 
why any member of this board should 
oppose the proposition he had advanced.

A correspondent of the Shanghai Press 
writing from I'ekin un April I'd says: 
'"There is a widespread belief among 
the Chinese that a fresh outbreak of 
hostilities is unavoidable, and will not 
be lung delayed. The provincial ar- 
mies that have nut yet encountered for- 
eign troops have grown inure and more 
restive at seeing the government yield, as 
many consider, without a struggle, and 
the masses of soldiers that have been 
gradually moved from Central and Sou- 
thern China to the north are very confi- 
dent of their power to save the country 
from further humiliation. The continued 
raids made by foreign I loops on inof- 
fensive villages have embittered the peo- 
ple and tiie virtual seizure of Manchuria, 
with or without the convention, in spite 
of all promises, is everywhere spoken of 
as showing Unit the Chinese cannot hope 
to maintain their independence, unless 
they light now. Secret preparations are 
said to have been in progress for some 
time for a simultaneous rising to drive 
out the foreigners. There is a noticeable 
migration of Chinese Christians from 
I'ekin to 'Tientsin where the danger is 
expected to be smaller and the way of 
escape easier. Over 2UU of these converts 
went down yesterday, and the inurement 
is increasing. 'The Chinese say there 
is trouble coming equal to that of last 
year. 

Iietails were received of the attack up- 
on the Chinese at the Great Wall of 
China by the Germans. Muelman's bat- 
talion of the Germans came up on the 
left Hank of the Chinese main body three 
miles east of the Great Wall, and tic 
Chinese, being surprised Med. and the 
Germans pursued them to the gates of 
the Croat Wall. 'The passes leading to 
| these gates were strongly held by Chin- 
ese. A column of French and Germans 
were attacking, but, just prior to the 
' light the French were ordered bai l;, and 
'the Germans attacked alone, carrying 
I the passes. In the attack on the Chin- 
ese in the King-in -wan pass, the attack- 
ing Germans had to ascend a sleep moiiti- 
! tain pass, while the Chinese hurled rocks 
from above and kept i j j > a desultory lit", 
but finally on April 21. the defenders lied 
! and hurried towards Shansi.

'The vexed question of providing more 
accommodation and extension of the hos- 
pital premises generally was the chief 
subject of discussion tit the regular meet- 
ing of the board of directors of the Jubi- 
lee hospital held last evening in the gen- 
eral ofllee at the hospital. It was first 
brought up in tile following report from 
the house committee: 

'The house committee recommended 
the purchase of 15 new beds for the sur- 
gical ward, and certain necessary re- 
pairs; that Sl!i> be granted for the nurses 
professional library. The committee 
also reported that: 

I'lans for the children's ward and for 
an extension of the private wards were 
considered. We are of opinion that, the 
children's ward shoual he dealt with 
(irst, in consideration of our promise to 
the Ladies' Auxiliary. 'The estimated 
cost of this addition is .$-1,000.00. This 
includes an allowance for new and lar- 
ger boiler in the administration building. 
Tl siiuiulcd eosl of the other exten- 
sion including a larger boiler under the 
ward is $-1,50(10. 'The question of heat- 
ing and increased nursing accommoda- 
tion face us in considering an extension 
of the buildings. 'The children's ward 
when built will require two day nurses 
and one night nurse, and we have n.> 
place to put them. 'The expenditure of 
motley in a temporary enlargement of 
the heating plant is open to objection, 
and it is worthy of consideration wheth- 
er it would not be more economical t.. 1 
first get a central steam heating plant of 
sullieient capacity to warm the entire I 
building and its contemplated additions, I 
than to make temporary enlargements | 
of the present plant. 'The sum of SI. HUM 
spent in putting in larger boilers ami 
radiators in the two proposed extensions 
would go some way towards the cost 
of a steam heating plant, which in the 
interests of economy and efficient heat- 
ing we must have ere long. 

We recommend, if the ladies of the j 
Agenorinn society will consent, that the [ 
recovery rooms be turned into a steriliz- j 
ing room, and that the sterilizer, so long' 
unused, be worked by means of aeety- j 
lone gas. or some other motive power 
that will be cheap ami elilcient. At 
present the sterilizing is done in a room 
on the surgical ward, and all dressings, , 
boiling water, etc., have to be brought | 
through the corridors from there to the 
large operating room, involving much j 
useless labor and fatigue. The present 
sterilizing room can then be turned into 

a private wan! and be a sour f rev- 

enue to the board. The recovery rooms 
are seldom used. I 

Mr. Day said it had been suggested by 
Miss Alcorn, the matron, that the four 
private rooms for women should bo turn- 
ed int.. a children's ward, and additional j 
rooms be built connecting with the men's 
private ward. In this way belter could 
be done with the money, and it would he 
carrying out the system of having nil 
the private rooms in the same section as 
was done in all hospitals. Mi<s Alcorn 
had also suggested that a diet kileler, 
could be carried on in connection with 
the private wards. This would make :l 
saving in tiie cost of management, and 
would be eminently more satisfactory.

Great Disappointment Felt at 
Decision of the Dominion 
Government. 



Opinions of Prominent Citizens 
—Provincial Executive Take 
Prompt Action. 



A special despatch to the Colonist 
from Ottawa, announcing that the Do- 
ininion government had ignored the 
claims of British Columbia in the dis- 
tribution of railway subsidies, which ap- 
peared in yesterday's paper, caused a 
great deal of discussion about town, the 
i'eueral feeling expressed being one of 
disappointment, tinged in some instances 
with indignation. The opinion tvus free- 
ly expressed that the course of the Do- 
minion government would have the ef 
feet of retarding the progress of the 
province generally, and that its immedi- 
ate result would be to seriously injure 
the business of the Coast cities. People 
had felt confident that the outcome of 
the recent action of the local legislature 
in providing for $5,000,000 for railway 
purposes would stimulate trade and In- 
dustry in all directions, and the news 



COMING BACK TO UAXADA. 

Hundreds of French-Canndi.ins Return- 
ing to Quebec Owing to Changed 
Conditions. 

The return of French-Canadians from 
the manufacturing centres of the United 
States to the Province of Quebec is 
assuming large proportions this spring. 

All tile railways running from the New 
England States northward report u re- 
markable increase in this class of travel. 
It is not unusual nowadays for trains 
passing through Sherbrooke on their way 
from the south of the international 
boundary line to carry from 10U to 200 
French-Canadians, who expatriated 
themselves some time ago, and who are 
now returning to the land of their birth. 

Among the principal causes of this re- 
patriation movement are the improved 
condition of tilings in the agricultural dis- 
tricts of Quebec, due to the better quali- 
ty ami higher prices in England of Cana- 
dian dairy produce, the inducements 
in the shape of free grants of land 
to tbe returning Canadians, offered by 
the government of Quebec, the great, de- 
mand, for labor by the many new pulp 
and paper mills going up in all parts of 
the country and the depressed condition 
id' tbe cotton market, which lias thrown 
many operatives out of work, in tbe 
manufacturing towns of the .New Eng- 
land stales. Several of the returning 
factory hands complain also that wages 
have fallen considerably in Lawrence, 



Mass., and other New England towns, 
on account of the competition offered by 
Syrians, Arabs, Poles and other foreign- 
ers, who are • described as literally 
ewarming there; and who work for such 
low wages and under such conditions 
that even the comparatively cheap and 
easily satisfied French-Canadian opera- 
tives cannot afford to compete with 
them. 



THE SHIBT WAIST. 

Colonel Peters Accused of Trying to 
Introduce It. 

Colonel Peters, D. of 0. No. 1 Military 
District, has issued an order to the effect 
that "commanding officers of regiments 
wishing to wear shirts and straw hats at 
the next annual camp may do so." This 
is not interpreted as implying that com- 
manding officers have not been in the ha- 
bit of wearing shirts in the past, says 
the Montreal Star but as releasing them 
from the obligation of wearing anything 
over their shirts, in other words, as sanc- 
tioning the shirt waist as a conspicuous 
part of a military uniform. The effect 
of this example upon the civilian popula- 
tion threatens to be revolutionary.
